The famous Gulf beaches and major metropoli- 
tan areas of the South are a short trip from Tallahas- 
see. As Florida’s capital city, Tallahassee offers the 
grace and charm of a small city, while Atlanta, 
Jacksonville, Tampa, Orlando and New Orleans are 
within easy driving distance.

ince its beginning in 1968 with a group 
of physical education students and a 
volunteer coach, Florida State volleyball 
has shed its club team roots to become one of the 
nation’s premiere programs. 

In its infancy it was not uncommon for the 
group of aspiring athletes and teachers to pay their 
own way to tournaments and share warm-up suits 
with the other women’s club teams. The club 
struggled to become established in those early years 
as team members were faced with having to find a 
new volunteer head coach each of the program's 
first five years. 

After Florida State made its first ever appearance 
at the AIAW National Tournament in 1971, Dr. Billie 
Jones assumed the coaching duties on a permanent 
basis for the next six seasons. Under Jones’ direction 
the Seminoles amassed a 107-22 record, and

volleyball at Florida State became a mainstay. 

Success continued for the program as it re- 
turned to the AIAW National Tournament in 1973, 
‘74 and ‘75, while competing for state and regional 
championships along the way. Popularity for the 
sport began to grow. Former FSU basketball head 
coach Hugh Durham and his wife Melinda were two 
of the team’s biggest supporters, often attending 
home matches. In just a few short years, Florida 
State volleyball became recognized as one of the 
sport’s up-and-coming programs. 

Current head coach Cecile Reynaud continued 
to build on the foundation laid by her predecessors. 
Under Reynaud’s guidance, FSU qualified for the 
AIAW National Tournament three more times. After 
its third successive AIAW appearance in 1981, 
Florida State joined the NCAA and began competing 
in the Metro Conference in ‘82. 

Before FSU joined the Atlantic Coast Conference 
in 1992, it had captured six Metro Conference titles. 
In four years of ACC play

The outside position has been 
occupied by the same two people 
for the past four years. With 
many outside hitters to choose 
from, this may be the toughest 
position to fill. According to 
Reynaud, Laura Arnold is coming 
off a great spring. 

“Laura had days in practice 
where she was an offensive 
weapon,” Reynaud said. After 
defensive playing time her 
freshman year, Reynaud is looking to utilize 
Arnold in every aspect of the game. Arnold will 
have the chance to become an offensive threat 
this season. 

One of the tallest members of the squad, 
junior Sonia Preocanin, has been used sparingly 
throughout her career. 1995 may bring her into 
the spotlight as one of FSU’s right side players, 
putting up an intimidating block for all oppo- 
nents. A strong, vocal player, Preocanin may be 
coming into her own this season. 

Three freshman will also be battling for a 
starting position. LaToya Presberry, Sarah Rickertson 
and Holly Schneider will compete for playing time. 
Reynaud described Presberry as a player with, 
“excellent technique, an all-around athlete who is 
exciting to watch.” 

Rickertson has been described as a “good all- 
around player.” She comes from a great high school 
and club program and her versatility will allow her 
to come in and “fit in wherever we need her.” 

Schneider, a physically strong athlete with a 
competitive attitude could add some fire to the 
lineup. Reynaud described her as, “an explosive, 
intense player coming from a strong volleyball 
background.”

Last season both Diamond and Maureen 
McCarthy were used as setters. This season, they

victory. Reynaud believes both of her setters have 
the ability to change the momentum of the game. 

According to Reynaud each of the potential 
setters has different strengths. 

“Patty has an outstanding block and a great 
defensive attitude,” Reynaud said. “Maureen is very 
successful with a lot of the quick sets and jump sets, 
and she runs the team well.” 

The 1995 season will provide a challenging 
Atlantic Coast Conference schedule for the Semi- 
noles. Many outstanding players have graduated 
from the conference and some coaching changes 
have occurred. This leaves the door wide open for 
the conference championship. This year’s team 
hopes to knock it down. 

Along with the rigorous ACC schedule, FSU will 
face rival Florida, South Florida, Rhode Island, 
Washington, and Houston which should all prove to 
be tough for the young squad. 

The 1995 Florida State volleyball team is looking 
to return to the Atlantic Coast Conference Champi- 
onships and the NCAA Tournament. With no seniors 
on the team and only three juniors, time will tell 
which of the young players will emerge to lead the 
team to victory. In Reynaud’s 20th season of 
collegiate coaching at FSU, she will be looking to 
finish as she has every other year, with a winning

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earn that victory in the opener with the Lady 
Seminoles facing the toughest schedule in school 
history. Challenging powerhouses UCLA, Penn 
State, and LSU in the early season along with rival 
Florida, then plowing past the always tough Atlantic 
Coast Conference foes. FSU played 10 teams in 
1994 that reached the NCAA Tournament including 
two final four participants. 

Looking back over 19 seasons of volleyball, one 
thing stands out. Reynaud has never had a losing 
season. With their impressive regular seasons, post 
season play has become familiar to the Lady Semi- 
noles as well. Florida State has made eight NCAA 
post-season appearances, six of which are in the last 
eight years and two appearances in the Atlantic 
Coast Conference Championship game in only four 
years of ACC competition. 

Along with Reynaud’s coaching duties, she is 
currently serving as interim assistant athletic direc- 
tor, a position she was named to July 1, 1994. The 
assistant AD oversees 13 of Florida State’s sports. 
Being assistant AD has been both exciting and 
challenging. The greatest challenge of all being the 
extra travel, and the fact that more people need 
access to her as an administrator. However, for 
Coach Reynaud, players will always come first. 

Reynaud’s successes in coaching are impressive 
and numerous as are her graduates. In 19 years of 
peecebdle a Reynaud has an excellent graduation rate. 
Among four-year volleyball letterwinners, all but two 
have earned their college degree, close to a 98% 
graduation rate. These graduates include two GTE 
Academic All-Americans and numerous honor roll 
students in the past five years. 

A two-time Metro Conference Coach of the 
Year, Reynaud was also honored as Coach of the 
Year by the Atlantic Coast Conference in 1992. She 
was also named Florida Association of Intercollegiate 
Athletics for Women Coach of the Year in 1991 and 
in 1989 she garnered AVCA South Region Coach of 
the Year accolades. 

Presently, Reynaud is a member of the Volleyball 
Hall of Fame selection committee. She is also active 
on the USVBA Board of Directors and Executive 
Committee. 

In 1983, she went to the international level and 
served as the assistant coach at the World University 
Games in Canada and in 1985 was head coach for 
the United States Junior National Team which toured 
Japan and China. She has been on the AVCA All- 
America Committee and was the Zone Coordinator 
for 1986 and 1987 Olympic Festivals. She has 
continued to serve as the commissioner for the 
Olympic Festival since 1988. Reynaud will also be 
working with the 1996 Centennial Olympic Games 
in Atlanta as the Deputy Competition Manager, 
where she will be in charge of the Athens, GA venue 
for 10 days of competition. 

Reynaud participated in the 1990 Goodwill 
Games as the technical secretary and is past-presi- 
dent of the American Volleyball Coaches Association. 

As an expert on the game, Reynaud has been a 
technical consultant for two Power Volleyball films 
and the third edition of the book “Power Volleyball.” 
She has co-authored numerous articles pertaining to 
women’s athletics and continues to be active on the 
speakers’ circuit. 

Reynaud has been an instructor at more than 35 
camps across the Sat and hosts her own each 
year which attracts hundreds of young volleyball 
players. 


A 1975 graduate of Southwest Missouri State, 
Reynaud enjoyed an outstanding athletic career on 
the volleyball team and was twice named among 
the Outstanding College Athletes in America. In 
1983, she was inducted into the school’s Women’s 
Athletic Hall of Fame. 

In addition to an already challenging schedule, 
Reynaud has returned to Florida State as a graduate 
student in pursuit of a Ph.D. in athletic administra- 
tion. *

Making a tough schedule tougher the Tribe 
headed down to Gainesville for the first of a home 
and home series with the Gators. Florida State lost 
the match before the largest crowd of the season 
with close to 4,000 screaming Gators on hand. But 
those fans had little to scream about come Hallow- 
een. 

On October 31, Florida State handed the Gators 
its first and only three game loss of the season. 
Florida State toppled Florida 15-9, 15-13, 16-14 in 
Tallahassee. 

FSU’s non-conference schedule also brought 
Notre Dame south to Tallahassee. The saying, 
“There’s no place like home,” rang true once again 
as the Seminoles handed the then 12th ranked 
Fighting Irish a 3-1 loss. (15-10, 8-15, 17-15, 15- 
12) 

In Atlantic Coast Conference competition, 
Florida State finished the regular season with an 
even 7-7 record with sweeps of North Carolina State 
and Virginia. FSU entered the conference tourna- 
ment seeded fifth and managed to pull off the only 
upset of the weekend taking its opening round 
match from the hands of the fourth seed Maryland. 
FSU’s championship chances were taken in the semi- 
finals from the eventual champion Duke Blue Devils. 

Individual play did not go unnoticed as many 
players earned all-tournament honors throughout 
the season. Ramos and Deanna Bosschaert were 
named to the All-Tournament team at the Minne- 
sota Tournament and the Georgia Holiday Classic. 
Ramos was also named to the Volleyball Monthly 
Invitational Tournament team, the All-Atlantic Coast 
Conference team, the ACC All-Tournament team 
and the AVCA First Team All-South Region. 

The emergence of rookie Maureen McCarthy as 


a setter caught some attention as well. McCarthy 
was named to the ACC All-Freshman team, while 
also taking home ACC Rookie of the Week honors 
(10/31) during the season. 

Senior middle hitter Adria Ciraco came into her 
own for her final season recording career high 
numbers all around. Ciraco was named Atlantic 
Coast Conference Player of the Week (10/10) for her 
performances in the sweep of North Carolina State. 

Bosschaert and Ramos will both go down in the 
Florida State record books as two of the most 
outstanding outside hitters in school history. Both 
recorded over 1,000 career kills and digs in their 
careers. Ramos also has rewritten many of FSU 
record’s including a few of her own. With the 
conclusion of the 1994 season, here is how her FSU 
career ranked: 2nd in Kill Attempts, 2nd in kills, 2nd 
in service aces, and 1st in digs. For the season 
Ramos tied the kill record, leads in kill attempts, 1st 
in kills per game, 7th in aces, and 1st in digs. 

Bosschaert’s name will be etched in the record 
books as well. She ranks 3rd for career records in kill 
attempts, service aces, 4th for career kills and Sth for 
career digs. *
